THe prefent Fire of <vC?/»4 , (whereof there was Utely a 
Rehtion printed here in the SAvof)m\\ make it appear not 
unfeafonable to refi.s^ back upon former Ages, and to colle(5t 
from Hiflory the fevcrall Eruptions hapned there , together 
with the times of them , and fome obfervations recorded by Au- 
thors concerning the fame. 

Topafsby what is related by Bm[us ^ Orpheus and other 
lefi credible Authors, about the Eruptions ot this Mountain ^ 
both It the time of the ingrefsof the Icnian Colonies into Si- 
cily , and that of the Argonaute$ (which latter was in the 12th 
Ag€ before the Chriftian account 5 ) we fhall fiift take notice of 
that, which happened at the timeoftheEKpedicion of ^^Keas, 
who being terrified by the fire of this thenburntng Mourwain, 
left that Ifland 5 whejeof Virgil \, 3. ^neid. gives this notable 
defcription 1

T>iodorus to have been fo feirce , that thg Sea about Li^arA 
(in iflana neere Sicily ) by it^ fervent heat burnt chc Ships, and 
kill'dallFifli^s thereabout. 

Another we read ot in the Reign of CaliguUy about 40. years 
after Chrift, whichwasfo dreadful, that it mi'de that Empe- 
roar , then being in S/dly , to fly for it. 

Abouc the Martyrdoir-e oftheRom'fliS. J^ath4 it burned 
againevery fiircely^ though forae fay, that by venae of her 
laterceffion it was ftay'd from reaching Catania. 

AgaineicburncA. C. 812. in the Reign of Charles M, 

Then from thi year ii^o to i66p, whole Sicily was flii- 
km with many terrible Eirth-qa.'kes , and the E' nptions of the 
fame Mountain deftroyed a vjfttrac^ of inhabited land round 
abomif,anJ reacht as far as C4f4»/4 5 the Cathedral of which it 
deftroy'd, and the religi'iys men living in it. 

Aga'.ne,in the year 1 284.there happened another terrible fire 
abour phe timeof the death oi Charles king oi Sicily and Anag@»^ 

A. i^zp untill 1333. there wasanotber. A, 140?. another, 

A. I4H' another, which lafted till 1447, 

A. 15^5. another, which lifted a year. 

A. 1(^53, another, continuing feveral years, 

A. 165a. it burnt onthe North-E;ft-fidf, and vomited fo 
much fire, that by theiiery Torrents, caufed thereby, great 
devaftation was made , as Kirchcr relates in his Mundtts (uhtir- 
ran(us % whofe affiftince we hive alfo made ufe of in the fore- 
going Chronology together with thato' Philetheus. 

The fame Author, having been in 5ia/y hi nfelf, obferveth, 
t hit the people <>fc^f,W4, digging for Punice- ft ?res, do find 
atthcdepthof 100 palmcj (which is about 68. feerj ftrect^ ns- 



ved withMarfcle, and many footfteps of Antiquity; an argutnent, that 
Towns fiaveftood there in former ages, which have been overwhelmed by 
the Matter caft out of this Mountain. They have alfo found fe vera! Bridges 
ofPumice-ftones , donbtlefs made by the flux of the fiery Torrents, the 
Earth being very much raifed fincc. 

Now whether thefe Eruptions are caufed by adiual fubteraneous Fires, 
lighting upon combuftible matter; or by Fire ftruck out of falling and 
breaking ftones, whofe fparks meet with Nitrp-fulphureousorotherin- 
flamable fubftances hcap'd together in the bowels of the Earth, and by 
the expanfive violence of the Fire forc'd to take more rootn, and fo burf- 
ting out with the impetuofity we fee; may not be unworthy of a Pfai- 
lofopher's fpeculation.

7. males and 4. femals, all born at 
the full time , and all perfcdly well form'd-, but they were at laftfollow'd 
by a brother yets, fatns^ that was conceiv'd in an ad jund Vterus, in a 
place fo little capable of diften(ion,thatfeekingenlargement,after it had cau* 
fed to the Mother for two months and an half grievous fymptoms , did at 
laft, beingoftheagcofabout3.or4. months, break prifon, andfound 
its grave in that of its mother , by a very great effufion of blood in the 
whole capacity of her abdomen -^ which caft the mother intofuch violent 
convulfive motions for 3. daystogether, that flie dyed of them.
